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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Examiner acknowledges Applicant's response filed 21 October 2008 containing 
amendments to the claims and remarks. 

2. Claims 40-62, 76, 78-80, and 85-87 are pending. 

3. Claims 40-62, 76, 78-80, and 85-87 are allowed in view of Applicant's 
amendment to the claims. Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance follows. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 40-62, 76, 78-80, and 85-87 are allowed. 

5. With respect to claim 40 (from which claims 41-44, 47, 48, 51-58, 61, 62, 78, 79, 
and 85 depend), Meenan (US 4,273,527) does not disclose or fairly suggest a reactor 
comprising a "reaction chamber having a streamwise curvilinear primary flow direction 
and a first and a second transverse direction mutually distinct and transverse to the 
primary flow direction" (see Applicant's amended claim 40). 

With respect to claim 76 (from which claims 45, 46, 49, 50, 59, 60, 80, 86, and 87 
depend), Examiner notes that Applicant has amended the claim to recite that the reactor 
comprises an "upstream diffuser" and "delivering a co-reactant fluid comprising the co- 
reactant ... the delivery comprising diffusing the co-reactant fluid into the reaction 
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chamber through a plurality of co-reactant diffuser passages" (see Applicant's amended 
claim 76). In this regard, Applicant explains that "diffusing [is used] in the sense of a 
duct with changing cross sectional area causing change in fluid pressure and velocity" 
(see Applicant's remarks/arguments filed 21 October 2008, page 14) (emphasis added). 
Examiner notes that the reactor of Meenan includes no feature that can reasonably be 
construed as a "diffuser" analogous with Applicant's use of such term.
